THINKS ENEMY IS OWNER} 


Says Record of Coupon Payments 
Will Be Proof—America Has 
Made No Protests. 


LONDON, March 18.—Securities valued 


at $10,000,000, suspected of being of Ger- 


man ownership and seized from mails in 
transit, are now in possession of the 
Prize Court, according to an announce- 
ment today by the Foreign: Office.: The 
securities have not yet been declared 
absotute contraband, but’ it is possible 
that they will soon. be ‘placed on the 
contraband list. 

Meanwhile: seizures will be continued 
on the ground that under the Orders in 
Council ‘these securities establish credit 
for hostile bélligerents and, therefore, 
can be legally held un. 

The authorities here say that innocent 
ownership can be easily proved by wefer- 
ence to the banks which bold any of the 
detained securities, and that, therefore, 
nothing in the nature of a hardship, be- 
yond a slight delay, is likely to be suf- 
fered by innocent owners. 

Foreign office attachés in charge of 
contraband work say that it is an easy 
matter to establish German ownership 
by examination of securities. In the 
case-of American. securities being for- 
warded to the United States from Scan- 
,dinavia, if the stubs show. that.coupons 
‘have been detached over the period of 
@ year by Scandinavian owners ‘it is 


hardly likely’ that the securities. will be

WASHINGTON, March 13.—For four 
hours in the Senate today there was a 
running debate on the general prepared- 
ness program, with special reference to 
the rieed for larger military effective- 
ness along the Mexican frontier. The 
feature of the day was the. appeal of 
Mr. Borah of Idaho, a Republican mem- 
ber of the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, that the Senate devote itself 
wholly to increasing the defenses of the 
country. In the fight on the Gore reso- 
lution Mr. Borah made,a notable ad- 
dress upholding the hands of President 
Wilson in hia defense of American rights 
at sea. Today Mr. Borah asked Congress 
to close its doors against all legislation 
except the necessary appropriation bills 
and the measures for preparedness rec- 
ommended by the President. 

Like most of the international debates 
in the Senate, today’s discussion cut 
across all party lines. Mr. Borah ap- 
peared as the champjon of the Presi- 
dent’s views on preparedness, citing the 


| President's appeal to the country on his 


‘Western trip against the dilatoriness of 
Congress as proof of the stern necessity 
for immediate action. Mr. Warren of 
Wyoming, who for many years was Re- 
publican Chairmar of the Committee on 
Military Affairs, seconded this appeal, 
declaring that the army bill, on which 
the Democratic Chairman, Mr, Cham- 
berlain of Oregon, had been working for 
six months, would be the best military 
measure ever reported to the Senate.

Simmons of North Carolina, Chairman 
of the Committee on Finance, regretted 
that an idea of American weakness 
should be sent abroad when the National 
Guard could so ably supplement the reg- 
ulars, but he admitted that a larger 
army might be needed in case the Mexi- 
can enterprise assumed more general 
proportions. 


. Great Uneasiness Shown. 

Throughout practically every speech 
of the day, with the single exception of 
Mr. Myers’s, ran the implication that 
the pursuit of Villa probably would 
unite the Mexican factions in a general 
war of resistance to the United States. 
But it was subject of note that not one 
speaker even remotely insinuated criti- 
cism of the President’s determination to 
pursue Villa to the grave. Speakers 
who dwelt on the subject, as Mr. Borah 
did, expressly declared that the Presi- 
dent was within his constitutional pow- 
ers, and that he had taken the only 
course possible to preserve the dignity 
of the United States and the safety of 
American citizens. 

The attitude of Mr. Myers that the 
army -as at present constituted was 
large enough to handle the situation in 
Mexico, and Mr. Simmons’s less em- 
phatic remarks along the same line 
did not seem to represent the views on 
the Democratic side. Mr. Chamberlain,

“I, for one,” said Mr. Myers, ‘‘ do 
not agree with the Senator from Idaho 
(Mr. Borah) that all our internal needs 
and all our legislation regarding the 
welfare of this country should be 
shelved and laid aside for the sole pur- 
pose of devoting our energies to voting 
money for the increase of our army 
and navy.

PART OF, OBREGON'S COUP? 


Washington) Thinks Appointments 
Connected with Anti-Carranza Plots 
Special te The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—Inner cir- 
cles in Washington immediately con- 
nected the appointments of eneral 
Aguilar, to be retary of Foreign Re- 
iations, and General Obregon, to be Min- 
ister of War and Marine, with the re- 
ported program of General Obregon for 
the execution of a coup d’état in Mex- 
ican affairs, in accordance with which 
he was said to be planning to oust Gen- 
eral Carranza as Chief Executive of the 
de facto Government of Mexico. But 
those most intimately familiar with the 
situation believe that until more com- 

lete details are received in Washington 
fe will be impossible to determine wheth- 
er these changes indicate the success of 
such a plot or are to be interpreted as 
meaning that General Carranza. has 
made these changes in his Cabinet in an 
effort to foil the designs of General 
Obregon. 

It was the consensus of opinion, how- 
ever, that these Cabinet changes marked 
the beginning of the end for Carranza, 
and that he would soon be supplanted 
as Chief Executive of the Constitution- 
alist de facto Government. The appoint- 
ment of General Aguilar, who was for- 
merly Governor of Vera Cruz, as Sec- 
retary of Foreign Relations, puts him 
in line of succession to the Provisional 
Presidency, as this is the ranking post 
in the Cabinet. But in order to suc- 
ceed Carranza, Aguilar, 
diplomat and is said to be unfitted for 
the handling of foreign affairs, although 
a good soldier, must hoid the portfolio 
of Foreign Affairs when Carranza re- 
signs. 

These important changes ip Car- 
ranza’s Cabinet are regarded here as 
confirmation of. the Washington dis- 

atch printed in late editions of THE 

EW YorK TIMES on Sunday to the 
effect that General Obregon, who had 
as joined 
in a movement for a coup for disposing 
of Carranza, and that the Géneral was 

repared to arrest Carranza if the latter 
nterposed cbstacles to the consumma- 
tion of plans upon which a number of 
influential factors in the Constitution- 
alist cause had agreed with Obregon. 

When Obregon arrived at Queretaro 
several days ago he found that Carranza 
had gone to Guadalajara. Yesterday 
Carranza was at Irapuato on his way 
back from Guadalajara to Queretaro, at 
which point, according to State Depart- 
ment advices, he arrived today. _ But 
these advices came before the Cabinet 
changes were announced, and the latter 


-| were not officially reported to the State 


Department. It is significant that the 
announcement of the appoiritments of 
Aguilar and Obregon to the de facto 
Government’s Cabinet was received via 
Mexico City on the very day Obregon 
and Carranza met at Queretaro after a 
month’s separation. 

In one well-informed quarter here to- 
night the theory was advanced that the 
appointments of Aguilar and Obregon 
were probably made by Carranza in an 
effort to upset the: Obregonista plans. 
In this auarter it is contended -that 
these - changes. mean that Carranza 
learned of the intention of Obregon to 
take over control of the Government 
and set himself up as the popular idol 
of the army. Being unable to ‘arrest 
Obregon, Carranza, it was surmised, 
tried to temporize by appointing two 
rivals to the most important posts in 
his Cabinet. General Aguilar is one of 
the well-known Mexicans concerning 
whose attitude toward the Obregonista 
plot there has been some doubt. 

He has been traveling with Carranza, . 
and one theory is that if Carranza had 
any -volition making Aguilar Secretary 
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who is not a: 


of Foreign Affairs he thought that by 
putting him into the Cabinet with Obre- 
gon they would either counterbalance 
one another and postpone the day of 
reckoning for Carranza in the face of 
the present border crisis, or would qua- 
rel and thus save the day for Car- 
ranza. 

. Another theory is that Obregon was 
able to win over Aguilar by arranging 
for his elevation to the Secretaryship 
of Forefgn Affairs, and that he forced 
the appointment of Aguilar to that post 
as we P as that of himself to be Minister 
of War and Marine. This post gives 
Obregon control of tRe armed forces and 
places him in the position of greatest 
power in Mexico at this moment. 

One informant of THE TIMEs, well 
versed in the phases of the Mexican sit- 
uation, expressed the belief tonight that 
Aguilar would not last a fortnight as 
Secretary of Foreign Affairs. ‘It is de- 
clared that he is utterly unfitted for 
performing the duties of the office at 
any time, much less in a crisis like the 
present, and that he will either have to 
yield to another or Carranza will resign 
in favor of Aguilar for the Provisional 
Presidency, announcing that the pur- 
pose of his resignation is to enable him- 
self to be a candidate for the Constitu- 
tional Presidency. 

Information regarding the Obregonista 
plot which has reached thoroughly trust- 
worthy quarters in Washington is to the 
effect that Obregon, if he should find 
it necessary to arrest Carranza in order 
to depose the latter as First Chief, would 
either declare some one else Provisional 
President or assume the office himself— 
most probably that he would arrange 
for the installation of some one else at 
the head of the de fa Government in 
order to enable hiniself to become a 
candidate for the Presidency. 

The statement in THE New_ YorK 
Times special dispatch from Mexico 
City tonight, that it was understood 
there that the appointments of Aguilar 
and eacegen Were agreed on at a re- 
cent meeting of military and civil Con- 
stitutionalist leaders, seems consistent 
with the known fact that there was 
such a conference held at Guadalajara 
about Feb. 15, at which Obregon was 
present. Information obtained’ here to- 
night is that it was at that gathering 
that the Obregonista plot was Paes | 
planned, but it is not understood that 
Carranza was then aware or the real 
purpose of some of the leaders in the 
conference. . 

After that conference General Obre- 
gon went to Manzanillo, on the Mexi- 
can West Coast, sailing thence Feb. 
19 on the gunboat Guerrero for Guay- 
mas, to be married. Obregon’s special 
guests at the weddin were Luis 
Cabrera, Minister of nance in the 
Carranza Cabvinet, formerly Constitu- 
tionalist special agent in Washington; 
General Luis Caballero, Governor of 
Tamaulipas, and Governor Diguez of 
Jalisco. Information has reached here 
that Cabrera has been won over ‘to the 
Obregonista cause. He accompanied 
Obregon through Sonora to the United 
States and went to El Paso, where he 
remained without returning to Mexico 
with Obregon, who. last week passed 
through Eagle Pass to Queretaro. 

As Minister of Finance under. Car- 
ranza, it is asserted, Cabrera was unable 
to win financial support for the Car- 
ranza Government, and it was intimated 
tonight that he went over to the Obre- 
gonistas because they represented that 
it might be possible to gain American 
financial support for the de facto Gov- 
ernment if it were controlled and dom- 
inated by Obregon. Whatever founda- 
tion may have existed for this state- 
ment before Villa’s raid on Columbus, it 
is believed that all chance of obtaining 
financial support for the de facto Gov- 
ernment was lost at the outbreak of the 
present border troubles.

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SANK THE SILIUS 


Declare That Submarine At- 
tacked Norwegian Vessel 
Without- Warning. 


AMERICANS TELL OF-RESCUE 


Two Sailors Think They Saw the| 
Periscope of the Craft Which 
Attacked Them. 


HAVRE. March 14.—A_ majority of 
the crew of the Norwegian bark Silius, 
which was sunk in Havre Roads on 
Thursday last, in statements to The 
Associated Press today said that the 
bark had been torpedoed without warn- 
ing by a aupinarine and that the ‘vessel. 


The French steamship Louisiane and 
the Silius lie within a hundred yards 
of e other. The Silius was sent to 
the bottom half an hour after the liner 
had gone down.,/ 

Of the seventéen members ‘of the crew 
of the Silius seven were American 
youths—novices- who were making their 
first voyage. They said that they signed 
because they wanted to “ see a little of 
the world.’’ Charles Cunliffe, 18 years 
old, of Atlantic City, N. J., explained 
that the bark had been buffeted by 
tempests for thirty-one days before the 
French coast was sighted. The ship 
was carried for nine days out of her 
course, and the members of the crew 
had been so overworked that they were 
looking forward to reaching port so as 
to rest, and had quit worr about 
seeing the world. > 

So tired were the men that, with the 
exception of John Hartmann of Phila- 
delphia, who was on deck and hed -his 
leg broken by a splinter of wood,- they 
were not awakened by .the explosion 
inen sank the Louisiane, close; by 


em. 

The violent shock- of the explosion 
which sank their own vessel tumbled 
the men out of their hammocks, and 
then the water ured into the Silius 
so rapidly that the crew had time only 
to save themselves anc’ no chance to 
think of their effects. 

The explosion was very violent, crash- 
ing in the =. Splinters of wood and 
other débris flew in all directions. In 
three minutes after the detonation all 
the men were in the water and the 
Silius had sunk. 

The crew: expressed the belief that \it 
was a torpedo from a submarine that 
sank the Silius. Two sailors saw what 
they called q stake moving through the 
water and which they think may have 
been the periscope of a submarine. 

A French torpedo boat rescued alt the 
men except the Captain, who was a 
Norwegian, and a ane and another 
Norwegian, who were drowned. The 
men were in the water twenty minutes. 
Those drowned were lost: while trying 
to launch a boat. i

Thirty minutes later an 
explosion shook the Silius, and-she went 
down so rapidly I could save nothing 
but my clothes. I jumped into the wa- 
ter and swam half an hour before be- 
ing picked up by a lifeboat. The Silius 
was not armed.’ 


PARIS, March 12.—The first officer 
of the Silius is quoted by The Paris 
Herald as expressing the opinion that 
the vessel may have been struck by a 
bomb from.an aeroplane instead of by 
a torpedo, as previously reported. 

The first officer was on watch at the 
time and heard a_ noise which he 
thought was made by an aeroplane, |- 
although he could see none. Then there 
came a terrific explosion at about the 
middle of the ship on the port side. A 
huge wave swept over the vossel, 
drenching the men to the skin. 

The crew got into boats with great 
difficulty and cleared the Silius just 
as a mast fell. The men rowed around 
the sinking ship and picked up six 
others from the water, A French tor- 
pedo -boat took all on board. 

The officers of the torpedo boat came 
to the concluston that the Silius, on 
which there were several Americans, 
had been struck by a torpedo from a

“Nothing Is Nearer M My Heart,” He 
Tells a Scandinavian Delegation. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—Presideént 
Wilson tutd a delegation of Scandina- 
vians today that nothing was nearer 
his heart than keeping the United 
States out of war. He was assured 
by leaders of the delegation that his 
efforts in wehalf of peace -had been 
strongly approved throughout the coun- 
try. In reply the President said: 

“This is a particularly courteous and 
gracious thing for you to do—to come 
to see me and bring me this cheering 


message of approval and support. I can 
assure you that nothing # nearer my 
heart than keeping this country out of 
war and doing anything that the United 
States can do to show its preference 
for peace, for justice, and for the things 
that make it impossible that nations 
should fight one another—real under- 
standing and friendships and fair deal- 
ing. ou may 1ést assured that it 
cheers me very much that you should 
come and utter this word of encourage- 
ment.’ 

The Scandinavians came here in the 
interests Of a movement to erect a 
monument in honor of Captain John 
Ericsson, the inventor of the. monitor 
type of warship. Representative Fitz- 
gerald’s bill to appropriate $100,000 for 
the erection here of such a memorial 
was urged before the House Library 
Committee o eer oe a Led delegation. 

8S. Adolf Eckberg, Chairman of the 
delegation, told the President he de- 
sired to express the loyalty off its mem- 
bers and their admiration ‘ for the able 
manner in which you have handled the 
difficult roblem that confronts the 
nation today.’ 

‘**‘ We indorse your eforts to 
the American citizens on the exican 
border,”” he continued. ‘‘ We pray that 
God may give you strength and wisdom 
that under your leadership our beloved 
nuuon may be spared the horror of 
war and may be able to influence and 
lead the belligerent nations back to 
jusiice, righteousness, and peace.

FIGHTS AT BRITAIN’S CALL. 


Portugal “Ready to Stand or Fall’’ 
for Her Ancient Ally’s Cause. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—Portugal 
entered the war, the Portuguese Lega- 
tion announced today, because Great 
Britain requested her to do so, in ful- 
fillment of treaty~ obligations dating 
back to 1378. Portugal did ,ynot enter 
the war before, the Portuguese Min- 
ister Qnnounced, because Great Britain 
had not called on her to do so. 

A statement outlining Portugal's posi- 


tion, issued* by Viscount de Alte, the 
Portuguese Minister, reads as follows: 

“Portgual igs drawn into the war as 
a result of her long-standing alliance 
with England—an alliance that has 
withstood unbroken the strain of 6500 
years. 

“The first treaty of alliance between 
the two countries was concluded June 
16, les » a ig oo of Portugal and 
Edwa of England. . Subsequent 
entices Ro affirmed the alliance and 
defined its scope. It rests on a secure 
and permanent foundation: The foreign 
policies and thy interests of the coun- 
tries have almoést invariably proved to 
be identical, and the ideals of Fa oad 
people have never clashed. The dawn 
of the eighteenth’ century (1703) found 
the soldiers of Portugal-and those of 
ee. fighting side by side the 
War of the og ge Succession. At 
the beginning of the nineteenth century 
Portuguese and British bled together on 
the battlefields of the Peninsula in the 
tremendous struggles brought about by 
the Napoleonic invasions of Portugal. 

“It would seem as if the opening 
years of the century must see for the 
third time the two allied nations en- 
gaged side by ek in the bitter arbitra- 
ment of war. 

“ Like gs a ee 
rity d that longs 
tion; she has nothing to gain and’much 
to lose in the present conflict. But 
she is ready, notwithstanding, to aid 
England to the full extent of her te- 
sources—whether Grew. or small—be- 
cause the treaties in force compel her 
to do so and because her people firmly 
believe that international good faith, 
as evidenced by the fulfillment of 
treaty obligations, bf is the orn 
for which Great Britain is fighting, 
provides the only basis on which inter- 
course between civilized nations can se- 
cureiy stand. 

‘Portugal is not prepared .to subscribe 
to the doctrine engendered by militarism 
that good faith must be made subser- 
vient to expediency, and that the inter- 
ests of one nation may le ge 4 be 
fostered at the expense of the rta ghts 
of others whenever backed by sufficient 
force. It is, moreover, impossible to 
gainsay, after considering impartially 
all the published evidence, that the 
British Government labored devotedly—

FARIS, March 18.—The German losses 
in the fighting around Fort de Vaux 
Friday and Saturday surpassed all pre- 
vious records in this war, according to 
officers’ who have returned from Ver- 
dun. .Time and time again and with 
extraordinary courage, the Germans in 
columns four deep rushed from their 
trenches, only to melt away under the 
fire of the French 75, 150 and 210 milli- 
meter guns, which rained shells with 
ldeadly accuracy into the marghing com- 
panies.

The railways 
cannot * contribute billions. of private 
capital for public use-in the approach- 
ing years.

For new capi- 
tal they must compete with the new 
enterprises, both public utilities and 
private industrials, which. can offer 
dividends twice or’ twenty times those 
possible to the railways.

Can’t-Hold Out’ Much Longer, Says 

a Former Red ..Crescent ‘Worker. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Having served in the Red Crescent of 
the’ Turkish Army’ at the beginning of 
the. present war, I take the Hberty of 
expressing an opinion on this occasion 
of rumored separate peace overtures by 
Turkey to Russia. 

The internal conditions In Turkey call 
for an immediate cessation of hostilities 
or. a separate peace, and. granting that 
these reports are no more than mere 
rumors, Turkey cannot stand the present 
situation .much longer. ‘Turkey ‘was 
plunged into the war against her will 
by the-German pet Enver Pasha. Very 
few realize that Enver was planning: for 
this) war as early as March, 1914, five 
months before .the Buropean le 
started, and there is -little doubt that 
‘he was: prompted in this by German in- 
| fluence. At that tinie sealed messages 
were circulated throughout the country, 
to be uhsealed at a‘ fixed*date: These 
messages were war summonses, 

I had the privilege to. come in contact 
with some officers of high:rank in the 
Turkish Army, who were fntrusted. with 
the Suez Canal campaign. They were 
Unanimous in denouncing war and ‘de+ 
claring the futility of the impending Suez 
campaign. But they were under orders 
and they had to obey. The preliminary

DR. FRANCKE’S PROPOSAL. 
A Game of “Heads | Win, Taille You 


Lose,” Says Professor Mather. 


To the Editor-of The New York Times: 

Professor Kufio Francke-has generally been 
#o fair-minded in -the present ‘international 
crisis that his letter in your issue of March 
10 must count’..as a temporary aberration. 

He proposes that we deniand from. the Teu- 
tonic Empires, on penalty. of war, the restitu- 
tion of. Belgium. and Northern France), and 
that we likewise demand, on penalty .of war, 
from the BEntente Allies the integrity of 
German territory and the reasonablé satisfac- 
tion of her economic demands. -The proposal 
looks speciously fair, but ‘on analysis it 
reveals ideas of justice which, in. default of 
a better name, ‘we may call German-Amer- 
ican, 

We are asked in effect to’ guarantee Ger- 
many against suffering other than niilitary 
disadvantage from possible defeat, and to 
limit to that extent the possible gains of the’ 
Allies from victory. Such a proposal. might 
have been made with a certain propriety -at: 
As it is, for a year 
and a half Belgium, France; and Russia have 
been exposed to the full hazard of war,. in- 
cluding loss of territory. . Professor Francke 
during all ‘this period has never suggested 
that the United States intervene to limit the 
conquests of Germany. Now that Germany. 
has reached’ her maximum advantage, he 
charges us to set a minimum ‘beyond. which) 
she shall not be allowed to lose, The pretext 
for this strange schemé isto stop needless 
slaughter. Again <a peculiarly _German- 
American’ notion of. fair. play. ‘When the 
Germans: were trying to go to Paris there 
was no hint from Professor Francke that the 
attempt involved peediess slaughter. ‘“ Appar- 
ently the needless sort of slaughter ‘will only 
begin , when. the “Allies beatin to move on 
Berlin.

,zine, and All Story Weekly, which com- 


bined have a circulation of about 2,- 
225,000 and use more. tham. 2,000,000 
pounds of paper monthly, according to 
Mr. Duart. 

F. E. Storer, purchasing agent for the 
McClure Publicaticns, Inc., said that 
Shipments of paper to them had been 
delayéd as much as a month. 

“All of our magazine paper is fur- 
nished to us on a contract,” said Mr.
